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REMARKS 


Claims 3 and 1 1, as amended, appear in this application for the Examiner's review 
and consideration. Claims 1, 2, and 4-6 were cancelled without prejudice. Applicants 
reserve the right to pursue the subject matter of claims 1, 2, and 4-6 in a continuation, 
divisional, or continuation-in-part application. Claims 7-10 were withdrawn by the examiner 
as directed to non-elected subject matter. 

Applicants include by reference all arguments presented in the amendment under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.116 filed on June 19, 2007. Some additional claims were cancelled, however, the 
prior arguments presented in response to the § 102 and § 103 rejections are equally applicable 
to claims 3 and 1 1 . 

Accordingly, the rejection of claims 3 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as rendered 
obvious by the '768 patent cannot stand and should be withdrawn. Accordingly, it is 
believed that claims 3 and 1 1 are now in condition for allowance, early notice of which 
would be appreciated.
